Dear fiend's 

It has been a very long time since I have contacted you and have 
regretted many times losing such a pleasant contact. You have bgen 
qgiite a help to me in times past and "being with you has been quite 
inspirational. 

Many things has happened to us since last we met at The IIiff 
School of Theology. I h ave since left the ministry because of the 
feeling that I had no qualifications for the work at all and have 
entered the insurance business. 'He are living nearer the business 
section in a larger apartment and we now have a ypungster, Marta Anne, 
who is just a week over four months old. 

Many unpleasant and disagreeable things , to put it mildly, have 
occurred upon which all of us have had to make some very important 
deeisions. It hasn’t been at all easy for any of us because of 
onr obligations to onr families,to our friends and because of social 
pressure. Many of us have had to register for the draft, thou^i thanks 
to the efforts of men like yourself, provision has , at least for the 
time being,been m ade for the exemption of Conscientious Objectors to 
war. 

At the time I registered — during:the first registration— I made 
known my objection to war on the registration card. After that time 
I have done some very serious thinking because I wasn’t sure of many 
things and because of the fact that my responsibilities had become 
quite heavy and would become haaver when our baby arrived. However, 
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after very serious thought I came to dome very definite conclusions 
and I asked for the form to fill out for C. 0's and the following is 
the statementof my position: 

Fundamentally war is diametrically opposed to the Christian 
concept of both God and man* It is un-Christian, futile and 
suicidal. War is an instrument which can foster only interna¬ 
tional hatred and suspicion. 

To "believe that war is a necessity degrades man to the level of 
"beasts and can only lead ultimately to moral disaster for .the 
human race. 

Those who are sincere Christians and those vfoo would maintain 
a high code of morals and integrity look upon the wilful des¬ 
truction of life and personality, uncontrolled anger, and ha¬ 
tred as wholly evil. Therefore, war, which involves all these 
is a much greater evil. 

If war is evil, it is such under any circumstances, and a man's 
moral responsibility is not altered by the mere fact that his 
neighbors have chosen the way of least resistance as opposed 
to a constructive but more difficult endeavor. Whether the 
majority of men take such a position or not, I, as a Christian 
and as an individual trying to live by the highest code of 
porals and ethics as I -understand them, am compelled to refuse 
to participate in war in any form and to participate in any 
service connected with it. 

The above statement does not in any way offer an alternative course. It 
is very much abbreviated and I felt that An alternative suggestion was 
not in order at that time. My thinking has not led me to any final 
plan of action but I am still working hard on it so that when the time 
comes to defend this position, as It surely will, I hope to have a plan 
of action pretty well worked out. 

There has been certain things that stood in the way of a clear cut 
position in regard to this position which has made the way difficult. 

It has been for these reasons that up to now I have chosen hot to affiliate 
nyself with any social action group. They axe the following: (l) even 
though the Christian religion offers the Motivating force for such a 
position , to me, it has never offered the most logical reasons for not 
resorting to the method of violence in the attempt to solve human problems. 
The most logical reasons are to be found, in ny opinion, in the field of 
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the psychology of human relations, sociology and philosophy. (2 ; ) Sven 
though there are many mandatory changes to he made in the capitalistic 
form of economics,to he made either on the part of those who control business 
or on the part of those possessed of governmental power, I do not and 
have never seriously felt that a change to the socialistic form of govern¬ 
ment would in any permanent way further the cause which we champion, 
namely, an order where brotherhood and cooperation and understanding of 
one another’s problems would be uppermost in the minds and hearts of all 
men. 

Up to now I have been very quite about my position except to those 
friends whom I feel should know. The reason has been that I felt no 
good could come of spreading it far and wide and would only hinder me and 
my family. The feeling that no particular good would come of it is doe 
to the conviction that duling times of extreme crisis people tend to 
become highly emotional and not very rational and that to Spread the 
information of my position would only arouse antagonism and ill will 
without accomplishing any results. However, that is not to say that 
if and when the time comes for me to face theproblem squarely that I 
am not prepared and determined to do so. I am more determined to 
work extremely hard for this goal of permanent peace and human 
understanding after the War. If there is anything that I can do even 
now that will he constructive in aiding I shall surely do it. 

It seems to me that the most important thing to do new is to make 
every attempt to overcome the hatred which is being spread toward those 
whom', the allied powers are fighting, and there are many ways in vhich 
this is accomplished. 

I have written this to you because I knew you to be a very good 
friend and one who would be best qualified to understand my position. It 
has been my purpose not only to give you a small glimpse of my position 
but the problems which I have had to face and am still facing. The 
Alternatives have in no way been touched upon and I feel that 
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*s rnuch too complicated and would consume too much, space to go into "by 
letter. And, as I said "before, they are rather vague in my own mind 
when it actually comes to working them out in a presentable fashion. 
Perhaps you will he able to give me some suggestions which might 
prove helpful in facing the immediate future and also some present goals 
to be working and thinj^t^vrard, If you have the time and will I shall 
certainly appreciate any suggestions. 

Has your work been changed in any way during this period of crisis? 
By the way, are you planning to be in Denver anytime during the 
doming months. If you are I should like very much to have to opportuni¬ 
ty of talking with you further on this subject. 

My wife,Bea, sends you the warmest greetings.

Works at Home 

Quotations from the letter of Miss Ely 
written to her family from Missions 
Building, Shanghai, China, dated Feb. 12 
follow: 

“This is a bitter cold day and I am 
thankful for a little heat in the pipes 
and hot water. I have marvelled for 
about 23 years now how these folks stand 
the cold. Of course some of them don’t. 

“I do most of my work at home these 
days, but spend a little time at the office 
three days a week. Edwin [Marx] 
goes every day. He is well; preached at 
Union Church Sunday. He had a wed¬ 
ding there recently. *The latest word is 
that Alee [Paul], James [McCallum] 
and Episcopal Forster are living together 
in the house built for the Holroyd’s. 
Oswald [Coulter] is occupying himself in 
his house with Chinese study* he is es¬ 
corted out for tennis daily. Walter 
[Haskell] is isolated too; in his house 
tiio last I heard. I appreciate the free¬ 
dom of the city. Edwin [Marx] is at 
the Y. M. C* A* (Foreign) ; I am still 
at the Bluekstone. 

“So far I am living normally; eating 
nourishing food but otherwise making no 
purchases. By pocketing my pride I can 
get along a year without any additional 
purchases of clothing unless it is hose. 

I live up all my salary as is, which means 
there are worse days ahead for frozen 
credits make the future worse than 
skimmed milk .

Freedom in Shanghai 

The following letter written by Edwin 
Marx to Mr. Davies, missionary of the 
Baptist Board in Free China was for¬ 
warded with the others. It, too, is dated 
Feb. 12th. Mr. Marx is in Shanghai and 
as secretary of the China Mission is 
endeavoring to hold the work together. 
He writes— 

“All the foreign staff of our mission 
are safe and well. I myself continue liy* 
ing at the Foreign Y. In Shanghai we 
have full freedom of movement within 
the city, and can work as usual— what 
there is to do. Other stations’ foreign 
staff remain in own compounds. Japanese 
authorities are very courteous and treat¬ 
ment is quite satisfactory. Please re¬ 
assure families and Board and request 
them not to worry about me. 

‘ i Funds for personal support of mis¬ 


sionaries , sufficient for immediate needs, 
and probably for three or four months 
at least. Beyond that not sure. Chinese 
staff rising to emergency in fine way. 
All essential lines of work they arc pro¬ 
posing to maintain and I believe they 
will succeed. (Signed) Edwin Marx.” * 

Bising Living Costs 

From the following statements con¬ 
tained in Lewis Smythe’s letter written 
from Chengtu on Mar. 12, we have ac¬ 
counts of the still rising living costs: 

* f I started to discuss the rising cost 
of living. Here it is a very serious prob¬ 
lem and to our surprise is going up verv 
rapidly again now. The closing of the 
Burma Hoad is making everything jump. 
Speculators are grabbing everything they 
think will be affected, such as chemicals, 
fats, iron, etc. This affects foods, fueb 
and clothing. Cotton yarn that could be 
bought in banking for NC$IQ0 per 400- 
pound bale in pre-war days now sells for 
NC$15,000 per bale; as I said once be¬ 
fore we have to cut to the point that it 
will injure our work. 

“To put the present prices in 
concrete terms I have reduced a 
few to American units of measure 
and U. S. dollars; locally-milled 
flour costs US§14.85 per 49-pound 
bag; local Irish potatoes, 54.50 per 
bushel; refined sugar, 49c per 
pound; milk (poor grade) 32c per 
quart,* cheapest locally woven mus¬ 
lin. $ 1.18 per yard; electric light 
bulbs, $3.28 each; coal locally 
mined, $54.42 per 2*000-pound ton. 

“We are not complaining because we 
have made the grade all right by cutting 
so far. Needless to say as I have pointed 
out before it k even harder on Chinese 
workers. 

“Kindest regards to you all. (Signed) 
Lewis Smythe. ” 

The matter-of-fact manner in which 
our missionaries are facing the daily trial 
of living in an enemy-occupied country 
together with their isolation from family 
and friends should give positive proof to 
the churches at home that there will be 
no failure of Christian missions in China. 
These Stalwart missionaries and the loyal 
Chinese nationals are continuing and the 
church can do no less. The United So¬ 
ciety* b getting funds through to its mis¬ 
sionaries by way of West China. 


PASTOR INJURED . 

W. Paul Beagor, pastor of First Church, 
Oakland, Gal if., was run over by an auto¬ 
mobile on the afternoon of May 20 and 
is in critical condition in the Highland 
Hospital, Oakland. He has a basal skull 
fracture and another over the forehead. 
It is expected that he will be confined to 
the hospital for several months. Mr. 
R*agor is president of the California 
Church Council, which recently called 
Abbott Book of St. Louis, Mo., to its 
secretaryship iu the Northern Area. 


Convention Shows 
Attendance Gain 

New York and New Jersey Assem- 
bly Shows Growth in Unity Spirit 
And Interest in Negroes 

Tonawanda, N. Y.—The 31st Annual 
Convention of the New York and New 
Jersey Christian Missionary Society was 
held in Tonawanda, May 22 - 14 . The ses¬ 
sions were in the splendid new edifice of 
First Church, erected in 1940 . A build¬ 
ing having the arrangements for modem 
worship and work gave an ideal setting 
for the convention in which the spirit of 
unity and adventure prevailed. It is 
significant that the registration was 239 
this year compared to 204 last year. The 
increase was not due entirely to the loca¬ 
tion on the Niagara Frontier where our 
churches are numerous, or to the pre-con¬ 
vention promotion of the minister, C. A, 
Hanna; it is believed the increase is a 
favorable sign of the time. 

The convention opened with simultane¬ 
ous sessions of the Ministers ’ Association 
and the Women’s Missionary Society. In 
the latter, speakers were Osborne Booth 
of Bethany College and Jesse M. Bader 
of the Federal Council. The convention 
opened Tuesday evening with President 
W. D. Fitz water of New York City pre¬ 
siding, and continued until Thursday noon. 
Guest speakers were: Dr. Bader; Wilbur 
Clemens, executive secretary of the New 
York State Council of Churches; Searle 
Bates, missionary to China; Ross Sander¬ 
son, secretary of the Buffalo Council of 
Churches; and Ira Langston, pastor of 
Central Church, New York City. 

It was with difficulty that Dr. Clemens 
gained a few minutes for announcements 
at previous conventions to speak for the 
State Council; last year the convention 
voted $ 25 . 00 . This year Dr. Clemens was 
heard appreciatively twice, and the con¬ 
vention voted $ 50.00 to the council. It 
may be added that a number of churches 
now support the State Council. 

A guest of the convention was Oliver 
W. Me Cully of Toronto, All-Canada sec¬ 
retary for Disciples in the Dominion. 
He had come primarily to confer with 
C. 0. Hawley, director of Unified Promo¬ 
tion (whose delayed train brought him 
in time to see 
the conven- 
ti o n close) ; 
but he re¬ 
mained, to 
share in the 
f e llow ship 
and promote 
cordiality i n 
churches o n 
both sides of 
the Niagara.

My dear Kirby Page: 


You don't know how pleased Mrs. Alexander 
and I were to get your note of May 31 indicating that you had 
written "a warm note to Bishop Baker." Of course I understand 
the situation in which you, and the Bishop, and I are placed 
with respect to your intervening in administrative affairs. 

And yet I felt that maybe you mi^it be led to say something. 

I have yearned for an opportunity where I might be more useful 
and somehow have consistently been denied it. It is not because 
the church people where I have served have been displeased, for 
they have not, in the main. Since talking to you, I asked a 
few laymen to write to the Bishop of the Denver Area, and if 
one were to believe those letters, you would imagine that he 
would fall over himself to get such a man in his Area. Something 
seems to be a sort of Hoodoo that keeps me from serving at some 
point where I might be able to actually accomplish far more than 
ever I've been able to, heretofore. And maybe you'll understand 
better than some others, when I tell you of a telegram that came 
to hand last Saturday night from my friend in the Denver church. 

This is what the telegram contains: 

COMMITTEE DESIRES AGGRESSIVE LEADERSHIP PERSONAL 
GOSPEL WITH OF COURSE PROPER EMPHASIS ON SOCIAL 
OBLIGATIONS OF CHURCH BUT NOT OF KIRBY PAGE OR 
HARRY WARD TYPE... 


If you did not read the above too hurriedly, you may have noted 
your name. It is because I think that the people who represent 
a point of view favoring applying the religion of Jesus to life 
ought to be more conscious of their fellowship that I felt maybe 
you might be led to write Bishop Baker. We are not only limited 
by each other, however, we are empowered by each other, and should 
help each other when we have opportunity. This telegram goes on 
to include: "COMMITTEE HAS REPORT THAT ARE INCLINED TO LEFT WING 
AND SUCH CONTRIBUTED TO CALIFORNIA DIFFICULTIES..." -all of which 
tells its story, and I think Bishop Baker should be able to under¬ 
stand this Hoodoo to some extent, or red herring, or call it what 
you will. Would to God we had men in leadership who not only un¬ 
derstood, but acted without fear or hesitation! Maybe all I've 
been saying will be interpreted as merely self-justifying, but it 
is far more. I would not be praying such a prayer for such leader¬ 
ship within the institutions of the religion of Jesus, merely for 
self-aggrandizement. We've heard nothing final from Denver, but are 
leaving the matter where we are pleased to do so — in God's hands.

HOME MISSIONS AMONG 
THE MIGRANTS 

'According to the best estimates 
available, there were 5 millions of 
people working in war industries in 
1941, while by the end of 1942 there 
will be 18 millions and in 1943 the 
number will grow to at least 25 mil¬ 
lions. It is a conservative estimate 
that at the close of 1942 from 5 to 8 
millions of workers will have been 
moved from their home communities 
to entirely new locations. 

Such a piling up of workers and 
workers' families means shack 
towns, trailer camps, bunk houses, 
workers' make-shifts, sleeping in the 
same beds, rooming houses with 
from four to six people to a room, 
lack of sanitary facilities, over¬ 
crowded schools, inadequate 
churches and a breakdown of moral 
restraints and an appearance of anti¬ 
social conditions. 

To endeavor to have a better un¬ 
derstanding of this problem Home 
Mission and State Societies are mak¬ 
ing a study of the great industrial 
areas and the problems of migrants. 
To meet these situations factual re¬ 
ports show a need for new churches, 
and enlarged pastoral support in 
some already existing.

read here as I have never seen it read before.” The same 
minister told how he had observed soldiers with a religious 
document in one hand and a Garand rifle in the other. 
Another reverend said the troops were eager for sermons 
and services, but that they wanted to hear about the hum¬ 
ble, simple, old-time religion. Our A!E1F may not return 
as members of any formal sect, according to other com¬ 
muniques, but they may come back better Christians than 
they were when they left. 

The sacred writings so far distributed have been do¬ 
nated by private groups. But the army is printing a vast 
number for every soldier who elects to receive one—the 
Old Testament and collateral studies for Jews, the King 
James translation for Protestants, a collection of passages 
based on the Douay version and prayer books for Catholics. 
All three volumes were passed on by appropriate church 
groups before selection and publication.

The California University Y. M. C. A. received from Gov. 
Ralph L Carr of Colorado this remarkable reply to a letter

“It seems to me that the whole answer is to be found 
in whether or not we can really believe in the institution 
and Bill of Rights.

NEW YORK, June 16.—(Wide 
.World.)—Down in the canyon of 
Wall Street slight, gray-haired 
James W. Gerard is looking ahead 
to the day when war will end, and 
this is his formula for a lasting 
peace: 

1. Break up the German Reich 
into impotent atoms which never 
can coalesce into another dan¬ 
gerous union. 

2. Crush the spirit of conquest 
so completely that It never can 
rise again. 

3. Maintain world peace with 
an international police force. 

The 74-year-old former ambassa¬ 
dor to Germany during the first 
World War has a fighting spirit 
undimmed by the passing years. To 
him, peace is something not only 
to be won—but to be guarded 
jealously by force of arms so that 
no nation can wage war on an¬ 
other.

"This will acknowledge your letter of June 1, 1942, 


"In line with our recent conversation, I think you understand that the 
Treasury needs some six billion dollars annually to maintain civilian ser¬ 
vices of the Government which are essential to the basic needs of human 
life, to conserve our natural resources, and to keep in repair our nation¬ 
al plant* The Treasury would be willing to have the funds which you pro¬ 
pose to collect from your people invested in Treasury bills, Treasury cer¬ 
tificates of indebtedness, Treasury notes, and Treasury bonds which the 
Treasury offers publicly to the people of the United States from time to 
time, and which are not designated by their terms as ! war issues 1 * I shall 
be glad to see that you are notified each time an offering of this kind is 
made * 

"It is our understanding that you will buy smch securities as are issued, 
in amounts in line with the financial resources of your people, and then 
distribute certificates of participation in smaller denominations through 
a non-profit corporation you are organizing. This plan is agreeable to us 
and will, we believe, satisfy the American people that the groups you repre¬ 
sent are contributing to the support of the Government in ways their con¬ 
sciences will permit* 


"We understand that the groups you represent are making contributions to the 
support of the Civilian Public Service camps for conscientious objectors 
authorized by the Congress and the Selective Service System which would other¬ 
wise have been a charge on the Treasury of the United States. 

"We are all seeking the same objectives and are glad that our American demo¬ 
cracy is able to recognize the conscientious convictions of a minority of our 
citizens."

XIII. SUPREME COURT DECISION IN'JEHOVAH^S WITNESS LICENSING C ASES . A. J. Muste called 

attention to the 

recent 5 to 4 decision of the United States Supreme Court upholding the convic¬ 
tion of four Jehovah's Witnesses charged with peddling religious literature 
without a license in the states of Arkansas, Arizona, and Alabamai In a dis¬ 
senting opinion Chief Justice Stone and Justices Black, Douglas, and Murphy de¬ 
clared that the practice of requiring the purchase of licenses for the distribu¬ 
tion of religious literature "tends to suppress the free exercise of a religion 
practiced by a minority group." Justices Black, Douglas, and Murphy took occa¬ 
sion to state that they believed they were wrong in supporting the S to 1 deci¬ 
sion of the Supreme Court in 1940 upholding a Pennsylvania law requiring school 
children to pledge allegiance to the flag. Justice Stone cast the only dissent¬ 
ing vote in that decision. 

MOVED and seconded that a letter of appreciation for their decision be sent to 

Justice Stone as well as to the other justices who concurred in the minor¬ 
ity opinion.

"This will confirm our conversations regarding the problem confronting the 
members of the religious gx’oups represented by the National Service Board 
for Religious Objectors who feel conscientiously unable to purchase Defense 
Bonds. They understand that there are continuing expenses for the regular 
functions of the Government-, ■ totalling some six billion dollars annually* 
Would it be possible for us to purchase regular issues of Treasury bonds 
and notes and then redistribute them to our people in smaller denominations 
through non-profit corporation we are organizing? 

"Any rate of interest established by.the Treasury is agreeable to us, but 
we would prefer a rate lower than that p'aid on Defense Bonds. We are will¬ 
ing to accept notes with any maturity date which seems right to you. We 
wojild handle all subscriptions and.the Treasury would not be required to 
assume any additional clerical burden on our behalf. 

"If this,plan is satisfactory to you, would it be possible for us to ex¬ 
plain to our neighbors that we are aiding in the financing of the Govern¬ 
ment in ways that our consciences, permit and that the United States Trea¬ 
sury has approved our plan?" ....

June 30th this year is one of special significance to Disciples of Christ 
as it marks the close of a year that has been fraught with unprecedented 
emergencies and challenging demand*) for expansion in unexpected areas.

Selective Service informed this canp yesterday tliat George 
Kiyoslia Yanada, American citizen of Japanese descent, is to be 
discharged from Civilian Public Service "in order that- lie rr\ay be 
sent to a camp under the jurisdiction of the War Relocation 
Authority". 

When the order was read to the camp by Mark Schrock, director, 

George informed his fellow campers that he will not accent 
evacuation, feeling that acceptance would constitute recognition 
of ulie right of the government to practice racial discrimination. 

The camp was immediately aroused and a telegram of protest was 
sent to Selective Service, strongly urging the rescinding of 
the discharge order because of the "great injustice in the eva¬ 
cuation of fellow citizens of Jananese ancestry, enjoying the same 
constitutional rights that we enjoy". 

In addition, campers discussed at length the possible means of 
direct action at their disposal in the event Selective Service 
refuses the request or Refuses to hear the case from the viewpoint 
of men in the CPS camps. Letters were sent this morning to the 39 
other UPS camps explaining this situation and the action taken 
and acking opinion concerning such proposals as a work strike, 
hunger strike, non-violent resistance to Georgfes removal from 
camp, or insistence upon sharing whatever treatment is accorded him. 
The letter stated that "since we regard George Yamada as our equal 
and ourselves as no more nor less than he, we are prepared to take 
non-violent direct action appropriate to the response we receive from 
Selective Service". 

The consensus of the camp expressed in meetings was that every 
available means of polite persuasion should, be .exhausted before 
direct action is taken. Since George may be discharged for eva¬ 
cuation within a few days, however, it was felt that preparations 
should be made for anj/ and every conceivable turn of events. The 
other camps were asked for immediate replies, so that concerted 
action might be possible on very short notice.
